Prof. Lloyd Gives Lecture on 
His Latest Investigations 

PATTERNS DIFFER 



Rliylliniical Precipitations of 
Colloids Produce Cliarac* 
tcrisi ic . Bandings 

".My purpose," stated Professor F- 
E. Uoyd, head of the Department of 
Botany, in addressing the Medical So- 
ciety on the Problem.s of patterns and 
markings of planl.i .and animals, J'is 
to discuss tho patterns of hides of 
animals and the skin of plants so that 
by superficial markings we may dis- 
tinguish one jackass from another. 
Ordinarily tliey are tliought of ns 
nothing.. but ornaraenlatioas, r!»yihnii- 
cal it is true, but why are there spots 
anà stripes on animals at all and why 
are there spots on one animaj or plant 
and stripes on another?" 

To flcnion.strate hi."! point Prof. 
Lloyd showed lantern pictures of ex- 
periments that ho and his oollcasue. 
Dr. ^^adImi^. Moravek, an cmmincnl 
Czeeho-Slovakian pbysicaj chemist 
li.îvc performed. First the microscopic 
rhythmic currtngs or bands on vari- 
ous plants and minerals were examin- 
ed and wore found to bo prooipltollonii 
of colloids held in po.«ltlnn by the 
media. Next these conditions were 
reproduced artificially in a number of 
different form?. I-'rom this It was 
found that Iho form of the precipi- 
tate depends on the medium in which 
it talce= place and further llio.t it n\- 
so depends on the surface -of that me- 
dium. In deducting this, media such 
as gelatin, gas, water, starch were 
used and by the results obtained It 
might l>c ^r^■'J tiiat since gelatin Is 
derived from animals and starch from 
plants this la why the markings on 
anlipals are more rhythmical. I'ur- 
tber since no surface is regarded as 
positively even it was found that any 
precipila.te tended to settle on the 
greater curvature of this unevenness. 
Reason for Patterns 

By reason of this, "patterns like 
zobr.i, need not be worried about," 
raid Prof. IJoyd, "but whether tlicy 
result from rhythmic precipitations is 
tho qucsllon." From their investiga- 
tions a theory has been advanced by

Plato Considered 
All Arts as One 



Dr. Porteous Leads Club in 
Discussion of Pliilosopher 

"l.s ria'.o .liistlfied In his Kogula- 
tion of Literature" was the subject 
under di.scusslon at tlie Philosophical 
Society meeting, held last night- In 
tho Arts Rulldlng. l')r. Porteous, the 
main speaker of tho evening. saiC 
that this ntie.sllun could not an- 
swered merely by "Yes"' or "Xo." 

In Plato's time, ''Literature." as we 
under.sUi.nd It, meant chiefly Poetry, 
ami general criticism of Art. Plato, 
had in mind, not only what no con- 
sider H.s I'ootry, but also paintius and 
sculpture, cspecl.nJIy palnt'ng. 

In his books. Plato considère Know- 
ledge and .Morality, and condemns 
I'lielry and .said tliat iinlesK tVicy could 
produce something liiorc s^crlou.s, the 
poets would halve to go. lie also stat- 
ed that tho artist or poet was tho pro- 
perty ot the state and had lo do what 
tlio (îovernmeiit re(iulied of him. I'luto 
excludes a. Use of Imagination, and 
aims nt having the Truth, and noth- 
ing else. In Plato's opinion, the poet 
has . no kn'bwlodge. only opinions. 

After the speal;er had finished 
soma of tho arguments jnesenlod by 
those present, were: "Wa.s Plato 
justified In his own politiciil idea?" 
Ha certainly was not a humourouf 
writer. ''Is he couslslant with regards 
to his general philosophy. It was 
asked how one could inculcate good 
If the bad wore not known. 

As Dr. Porteous, quoting Plato, said 
".\rt Is the depiction of Ideal, not of 
a crude thing." A contr.ary opinion 
ot this was "Is banishment of ari 
the rigiit way to deal with if?" Not 
In tho present day; It only o.\citos 
men's natural curiosity, and, great 
art never gives a bad influence to the 
really Inteileclual man. 

A tow other points were discussed 
and It was decided that Stondays 
would bo tha appropriate nights for 
tho meetings. Tho Society will meet 
noxt Monday, and tho next subject will 
bo ''Are Our Mor.al Standards A.b- 
solute?"

Another of the things which McGUl 
jacks at present is a printing bureau. The 
majority of great universities in England 
and in the United States have the facili 
ties for pu't:n.tr their own productions in- 
to type. The Oxford University Press is 
a world-wide institution ; the Cambridge 
Press runs it n very close second. On this 
.side of ihe water the Harvard Press is the 
model and inspiration of scores of other 
printing .^hops nttnched to univer?itie.<. 

The universities use their mechanical 
department to good advantage. In most 
of them all offici.il calendars and announce- 
ments are produced in the university 
printery. Bulletins from research depart- 
ments, text-books, books of general inter- 
est and anything pertaining to education- 
al advancement in the district are all grist 
for the univerMty press miJI. 

The advantages are obvious, and the 
value of such an establishment to the Uni- 
versity and to the community at large can- 
not be overestimated. Of course, it is not 
one of our most vital needs and can be held 
in abeyance for a long time; but a day will 
finally coma when an organization known 
as the McGill University Press will be es- 
tablished.

Exams Agaiu 

Much has been written in these 
columns on the subject of final examina- 
tion?.. Their total abolition has been advo- 
cated and powerful reasons advanced for 
this descision. Alternatives have been 
named and among them if the solution to 
the problem — monthly, tests. 

This system, it is thought, would be 
by far supefior to that of finals. Its prin 
cipal advantage lies in the fact that it 
eliminates last minute cramming — an af- 
fliction to the majority of students and a 
bogey always Vv-arned against by the prO' 
>fessors. According to an American teach- 
er v, ho cxpre.'îsed himself recently in a 

college publication: — "Eliminate the cram- 
ming that is done b.v students a week be- 
fore .their examinations and you eliminate 
one of the deepest rooted evils in our mod- 
ern .system of education." — an expression 
with which we caiinot help but agree. 

This proposed system has the specia^ 
advantage of teacliing the student not only 
his subject but also the manner in which 
to write oxam.^,. If he fail? in one test he 
profits by liis experience wlien writing the 
following one. 

Again, when failing in a final, the 
student is forced to take a supplementary 
'r—a. process which involves a great amount 
of work and late hours and does very to 
educate the cnndidritcs. When, liowever, a 
student fails in one or two monthly tests 
it (lues not nece.s.s;iri]y rneaii that he has 
lost lii.s credit for the year a.s i.s tl\e case 
With finals. He merely becomes convinced 
that he knows very little about the subject 
jind straightway gets down to woi'k for 
|;he next one.

Later we found tliat our academic hide 
remained whole, but the .shock wa.s rather 
moi-e than can be .stood calmly — e.>ipecially 
in the fourth year.

Gilbert wrote the plays, and was most In- 
strumental in producing them. In his letters con- 
cerning his work ho often included sketches .-.how- 
ing tho costume and appearance of tho principals, 
and was thus able to have his own ideas put forth 
much better. Tho presentation of the operas was 
always carefully considered, and one incident 
points to their keen regard for this aspect of their 
work. Gilbert was not euro of one of tho solos 
in tlie "Mikado" and was intending to cut It of 
tho opera altogether. WTien it was presented, the 
soloist happened to >tumblc; this appealed to the 
audience greatly and ever since then, this song 
must be griven while In a most uncomfortable po- 
sition. 

Tho humour and keen satire that Is to bo found 
in any of the operas thoy wrote Is of tho finest 
type, and something that can only be understood 
by a type of people like the British. When Gil- 
bert ployed on the fact liiat the existing Lord of 
the Admlrtllty was a man totally unversed with 
ships or the sea, every Englishman thought it a 
grand Joke.' When "H.M.S; Pinafore" the opera 
that contains this satire, Avas ' translated Into- Ger-- 
man, the people cuuld not' understand' how such-a-l 
thing could be aJlowéd to'pass; . .The navy. was the 
pride of the British Empire, and' they knew- that 
anybody ridiculing the German amiy would not 
get much chance to continue his outrageous work. 
When the plays were brought to the United States, 
however, they w-ere received with great acclaim, 
and shortly after tlielr release in England many 
versions wore pirated across tho Atlantic, to be | 
played In almost every other theatre. 

Henry A. Lytton, one of tho most famous 
actors of Gilbert and Sullivan, said of tho Engllsli 
audiences that they "do. not want abstruse plots 
or out-and-out farces, but they llite to indulge in 
gentle ripples of laughter." Many weaknesses of 
the times were ridiculed aptly by the pen of either 
writer, and quotations from the "Pirates of Pen 
zance" that Is to bo produced here soon ohow this 
well. The Major-General In an uncomfortable posi 
tlon admits '.hat "Peeis will b"i Peers" and that 
"Youth win have its fling", two phrases that wero 
just coming into vogue. A letu-r written by Gil 
berl to his partner indicates another reason for 
this type of writing. 

"I've made great use of tho "Tarantara" busi 
nesB in act H" writes Gilbert. "Tho police al- 
ways sing 'Tarantara' wlien tlii-y desire to work 
their courage to the sticking point. Thoy ore 
naturally timid, but through the agency of this 
vnllsman, they are enabled lo acquire themselves 
well when concealed. In act II, when tho robbers 
approach, their courage begins to fail them, but 
i fcours© to 'Tarantara' (plannlssimo) has the dc 
sired effect." Gilbert and Sullivan very often 
made a song with one word, and this is coitiidcr- 
cd one of tlieir favorite tricks 

In a l>ook wrlueii on these men by A. H. God 
win. the great foaluro of their work is cl.-dmed to 
bo their rythm and elegance, iriilllvan has been 
called an eternal spring of melody, and tliia wna 
only equp-1 to the fine sense of humour whicli dis 
tinguishes his lighter works. Ho was essentially 
a British composer, was a master in big serious 
choral work, and also in orchestral and dramatic 
music. Gilbert is cb_s.',tn us a verljal rhythmlst 
producing forma that uit- t:(.rl;iinly elegant. 

Gilbert ^v;l.!^ undoubtedly iui iirlisi, and even 
had Bcruplte about the name applied to his pro- 
fession. When he was referred to as a playwright, 
he objected, saying that the word had a mechani- 
cal sound, lie foil that a dramatic writer should 
not ho bracUetcci with a painstakii^g artisan lilio^ 
a whcehvrifc'ht, a millwright or a sliipwrlght. A' 
novelist is not called a novehvrlght, or a painter 
a picturewrlght, ihorotorc his conlciitlona. 
THE SYMPHONY CONCERT 
In an incredibly short space of time, the Mon- 
treal Orchestra have accustomed themselves to 
ihelr now surroundings in the His Majesty's The- 
atre, and gave a. concert on Sunday that ' easily 
equaled any of tlivir pii-^l cCforls. The musicians 
were once at;!i.ln in informal dress, somehow add- 
ing to the harmonious feeling between the per- 
formers and Uio audience. Incidentally tho per- 
foi-manccs are presented with much bolter polish 
than at first, all concerned with them having socm- 
ingly overcome stage-conclousncss, 

Tho programme, consisting only of three num- 
bers was well worth listening to. A tone poem, 
"A Shropahiro Lad" by BulUrworlh. though not 
outstanding for Its moiody showed iho fine tonal 
possibiUtlos of ^vhlch tho orchestra is capable. No 
fault could bo. found v/lth tho rendiUon of Brahms' 
Symphony No. 1, for tho orchestra put its best 
Into their work and the result was commendable. 
Tlic aelcctlona from Wood's arrangement of Bach's 
Suitu \v;i.s played w(dl, and included selections ^vlHi 
good, spirit and fine moiody.

Joint Discussion on Guilds 
And Hanseatic League 

The Historical Club will bo the 
guests of the House of Commons Club 
to-night in a joint meeting which will 
be held in the R. V. C At tills meet- 
ing two papers will be given, one by 
a member of each club. The House of 
Commons Club will be represented by 
Mary Hill and the Historical Club by 
Davison Dunton. The subjects of the 
papers to be given wlU be "Tho Me- 
diaeval Guild," and "The Hanseatic 
League," 

Unique Cuildt 

Guilds were a highly Impertsrit Insti- 
tution in Mediaeval life. By the year 
IBOO, Hamburg alone had a hundred 
of these co-operative societies. They 
did not quite correspond to our modern 
trade unions, but wère rather In na- 
ture lodges, where good will and mu- 
tual help between members of the 
same trade group could be fostered. 
Tho guilds were unique in that they 
embraced both employers and appren^ 
tices and there was ho trpce pt the 
present day animosity. Their alma 
were also political. 

Trader Leagues 

The Hanseatic was one of tlie most 
famous of tho merchant tra-dèr 
leagues. It grew up In the north of 
(Jerman:.* where Imperial interference 
was Jittio felt. It started In tevçral 
local' unions* of towns for mural pro- 
tectlon and trade. These graduàlly 
merced Into one huge oganls.Ttlon who 
while not politically federated never- 
thelesB held assemblies and arranged 
for extraditions. 

In 13.i". flfly-sevcn of these towns 
even declared war on the kings of 
Norway and Denmark, and defeated 
them In several naval engogemehls. 
The capture of Novgorod In 1478 by 
Ivan of Rustia and otlifr causes 
brought on the decline of the league, 
and by the fifteenth century It had 
dfc.iyed. 

The ITouKe of Commons Club and the 
Historical Clubs are two organisations 
with similar interests, and both these 
topics will he fully discussed for tho 
nu-mbcrB of both.

Congress Poll Shows College | 
Dr inking Not Been Eliminated 



(By Exchange Service). 

Crystallizing the concensus of opi- 
nion of student leaders from college 
campuses of all sections oC the coun- 
try, tho answers to a quostlonalrc, 
presented by tho student opinion 
committee of tho Sixth Annual Con- 
gresB of the National Federation head- 
ed by Lewis Powell of Washington and 
Lee University, drew national atten- 
tion from the press. 

A summary of the poll evinced the 
fact that B7 believed that "college 
drinking" was increasing, 47 thought 
it was remaining static, 16 helioved it 
decreasing, while no one felt It had 
been eliminated. Student reaction In 
tho qucstlonalrc on prohibition was 
consistent with this trend of thought 
since 66 favored modification, 3S voted 
for repeal and 23 endorsed rigid en- 
forcement. 

Reaction to the tariff problems 
which was tho topic of connlderatlon 
under tho national and International 
aspect of the program was clearly 
brought out In the poll. Seventy-seven 
voted for moderate protective tariff 



with 21 favoring free trado and 25 i-e- 
malning undecided. Moreover, in an- 
swer to tho question, "Is there any 
fundamental difference between the 
so-called platforms of the two major 
political parties?" 71 voted no with 
33 believing tho affirmative. On the 
desirability of a third party and gov- 
mcnt ownership of public utilities tho 
vote was split. 

The questlonalro further brought 
out that the bulk of the student lead- 
ers present favor United States tak-' 
Ing a position of world leadership In 
the cause of diuirmament, and the ad- 
herence to tho World Court on tho 
basia of tho Root formula. %VTille a 
great number favored united States' 
recognition of Soviet Russia If a set- 
tlement of debts could be reached by 
the two governments, almost half of 
those voting wera undecided. Approval 
of unemployment insurance and disap- 
proval of the "dole system" were 
brought out in the survey. R.O.T.C. 
on a compulsory basis was rejected 
by tho vote and favored on an electivo 
plan.

This comins spring eight young men 
representing Universities .throughout 
Canada and who havo spent some 
eight months at Oitawa In training ns 
Junior Tiiiclo CmnnilssloneiK, will 
leave for various corners of the earth 
to become A.sslstants to various Trade 
Commisioners. Of these eight "Jun- 
iors" one is a McCill graduate, two 
arc from the University ot Toronto, 
ono from the r.oyal Military College, 
one from thn University of Montreal, 
and one o;ich from ^Manitoba, Alberta 
and Jîrllish Columbia Universities rc- 
fpectlvely. 

A few words concerning McGill 
graduates In the service may be ot in- 
terest. T). S. Cole who graduated In 
Applied Science in 1015 the Canadian 
Trade Commissioner In Brinol, Eng- 
land. C. .M. Croft, also a Science 
graduate, is representing Canada In 
Auckland, Xew Zealand. L. D. Wl- 
grlss, who graduated with a B. A, in 
1914, is the Trade Commissioner in 
Germany and has his office in Ham- 
burg. His trrrilory :iI.';o includes 
Czccho.'^lovalda, -Sustrin, l^oI.'uiU, Ks- 
thonla, I.,atvia, Lltbania, and Soviet 
Hussia. Yves Lamontagnc, who grad- 
uated in Science in 1915, has recently 
left for Egj'pt, lo open up a new of- 
fice at Cairo. It might bo mentioned, 
ithal Sir. l^amontagno was loaned for 
Ihrce yeur.-j to the Egj-ptian Govt-rn- 
jncnt to assist tliem in drawing up a 
Iv'cw Tariff Schedule, and in the per- 
formance of his task, Mr. I.,amontagno 
jicqulred a. thorough knowlege of that 
country. Klcliard Toung, who grad- 
uatfd in Commerce in 19]".', was recent- 
ly appolntoil Trado (.'oinmlssioner in 
Calcutta, India. I'r'.'vioiiBly to this-, 
Mr. Toung rcprcsentfd Canada at 
Trinidad, in the Urltisli ■\Vcst Indies.

Mr. O'Mcara has been In- 
strumcnt.il in hH-ntiiiK K;vtral Unifd 
States brancii fartorles in Canada. Zj. 
M. Cosgravc, wlio look a Hallway 
Economics Course ut McGIll during 
tho war, is stationed at Shanghai. V. 
E. DucloH, an Arts graduate in 1914, 
is Asfiistaiil U> llarii^oii AValson in 
l^oiidoM, England. AV. Ji. liriglilon, a 
'graduate of MacOonald College, is As- 
ifistant to Mr, McColI in Buenos Aires. 
The most I'eccnt addition to the Ser- 
vice in tho form of a McGiil graduate 
is Keitli Douil, who graduated from 
tho School ot CViiimon i; in lOL'O. Mi'. 
iJoiill, wlio at prr'.-:cnt Is a Junior 
Trade Commissioner, will bo louviiig 
early this spring to take up his duties 
as Assistant to Mr. 7.,angley at Tokyo, 
Japan. 

BeïidcK thf.su Trade Commissioners 
and As:^lftaiils who are McGill grad- 
uates, tlicro I.s ono most important 
man who needs must Ix; mentiuned, 
and who is also a McGlll graduate. 
JIo Is Cheater II. Payne, Director ot 
the Commercial Intelligence Service, 
who has i.-oniplcte ciiargo ot both the 
orC'inizulluii at Ottawa and ot Trade 
Comnilssloncrs .■iml Ihcir -•■t.iffs abroad. 
Mr. I'ayne graduated from McGill 
with a JÎ, A. degree in 1900. As a 
newspaper man and as private secre- 
tary to such n^çn as Sir Richard Cart- 
wright and Sir George Foster, ho 
gained much experience which Iia.s 
been of great value to iilni in tiie 
handling ot the important posllion 
which ho now holds. Jlç attended llio 
Peace Conference in Purls in 13iU, 
was secretary to tiio Canadian dele- 
gation lo tho I..caguc of N.itlons in 
3920 and was also socrolary to the 
Canada -West Indies Conferences in 
1920 and 1925. 

In March ot tills year there is likely 
to bo another examination for Junior 
Trade Commissioners, when In all pro- 
bubllily six win bo chosen. Hut at 
the time of writing no official word 
ha.-» been receive d. Already numer- 
ous .appllcalions for tho jXAsitlon havo 
Ijeen received by tho Civil Service 
Commission and there is euro to be 
keen competition for the nvailable 
positions. A« the class of Junior Trade 
4Bp;ninlE.elpner Is ilhe entranca ^rade 



of tlio Trade Coiiinilssioner's llranch 
in tho Commercial Intclllgcnco Ser- 
vice ot tho Oepartnicnt of Trndo and 
Commerce, a few facts ns to this ser- 
vice may bo of inlercat. 

The Department of Tmdc and Com- 
merce was created In December, 1S92. 
No organlr.cd effort had liocn previous- 
ly made by tiio Government to assist 
tho export trade ot Canada. A few 
Commercial Agents lind been estnb- 
llshcd under tho supervision ot the 
Mhilsted ot Finance, and, those were 
taken over by tho new Department ot 
Commerce. In 1907 thoy were re- 
named Canadian Tra Ic Commission- 
ers, It being felt that the term ^igcnt 
InipliiMÎ that the officer was actively 
engaged in buying or selling, which 
militated against his uskfulncss. A 
Trade Commissioner, on tho contrary, 
uses his entire time In the interests 
ot Canadian trade. F. C. T. O'lliira, 
the iMOFont Dcimty Miiiistor of Trndo 
and Conimerro, was tlie first Super- 
intendent ot Conimerclnl Agencies 
and, under his active supervision, the 
service has continued to grow. 

Tho Commercial Intelligence Serj-lcc, 
ot which Mr. Payno is now Director, 
has two main divisions, the Adminis- 
trative ot Ilcadquiirters Divl.slon .it 
Ottawa and the field force; comprising 
the Trade Commissioners and Assis- 
tant Trade Commissioners in foreign 
countries. 

Tho Administrative or ITcidnuarters 
Division at Ottawa publishes tho 
Commercial Intelligence Journal, con- 
taining reports from all Trade Com- 
missioners; operates a Trade Enquir- 
los and a Foreign Tariffs Division and 
compiles a Directory of Canadl.m Ex- 
porters. 

Appointments to Junior Trade Com- 
mlssîonershlps are made by the Civil 
Service Commission after competitive 
examination. In the past, there has 
Iiecn at least ono competition- cacH" 
year. Aside from good appearance 
and address, which arc most essential, 
some ot tho principal requirements 
for a Junior Trade Commissioner may 
be stated as follows: — Gratlii.itlon 
from a college of recognized standing 
(preferably Bachelor of Commerce), 
first class physical condition, resi- 
dence in Canada for. over IS years and 
un-rnarried. Two years' business ex- 
perience after graduation is consider- 
ed to bO;most necessary A thorough 
knowledgo of Foreign Trade from 
every aspect is ot course a pre-requl«- 
ito to writing tho cxanlnations. 

Tho work of Trade Commissioners 
is most interesting and their salaries 
are considered to be attractive. Stu- 
dents In Commerce would be advised 
to give this vocation more than a 
riii'sory c.vaminntion and tho .Secre- 
tary of tho Commercial Intelligence 
Si'rvlco at Ottawa (II. "W. Cheney) 
will be only too pleased to forward 
any information concerning the Ser- 
vice that McGIIl students might wish 
to receive.
